Drawing objection in Office Action dated November 1 3, 2002 is withdrawn by 
the examiner, in regards to applicants drawing objection responses. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claim rejection first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112 in Office Action dated November 
13,2002 is withdrawn by the examiner, in regards to applicants remarks to 1 12 
objection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-15 are allowed over the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claim #1 is allowed over the prior art of Imori et al. and Bourgade et 
al. which disclose all of the limitations of Morikaku et al. except for an output terminal 
bolt inserted through the insulating bush to project out of the bracket and fixed to the 
bracket and that a fastening nut capable of being screwed onto the output terminal bolt 
to mount a vehicle side connecting terminal and a bush that is provided between an 
insulating bush and the vehicle side connecting terminal by being fitted onto the output 
terminal bolt. 
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Independent claim #3 is allowed over the prior art of Imori et al. and Bourgade et 
al. which disclose all of the limitations of Morikaku et al. Except for an output terminal 
bolt that is inserted through the first and second insulating bushes to project out of the 
bracket and that an output terminal bolt is fixed to the bracket. Wherein a bush is 
provided between the first insulating bush and the vehicle side connecting terminal by 
being fitted onto the output terminal bolt, in which a bush having a bushing part loosely 
fitted onto the output terminal bolt and a fixed part is fixed to the output terminal bolt 
between the first insulating bush and the second insulating bush.
